NOVIKOV was captured immediately but signalled he was operating \mder 
control and we kept his circtdt open until he was surfaced in November 1955 
as a part of the Soviet return to the homeland campaign. 

KHMELNITSKIY had been played us as a probably controlled agent 
since his infiltration, and his last oommunication was received in November 
1956. Our last conmunioation to him was sent 30 December 1956. ^us he was 
surfaced at the Moscow press conference for the first time.
